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Swimming five Great Lakes in a single day — a summer road trip adventure

When the kids were young, I read an article 
about a family that went on a road trip to 
swim in each of the Great Lakes within 24 
hours. That family had talked about doing 
the trip for years. 

The summer before their first one was 
off to college, they decided it was now or 
never and went on the trip.

I tossed 
the idea around in my head over the years, 
thinking where to start, best route to do it in, 
and whether to do it as a stand-alone trip or 
the kickoff of a vacation. 

Prior to booking the hotel rooms on 
both ends of the trip the week before we 
went, I don't know how seriously we ever 
considered it or not. One thing that I knew 
for sure was that going the summer before 
the first one goes off to school seemed like 
the prefect time. 

Our youngest, Aaron, would have his 
drivers permit then, so we could all take a 
turn at the wheel. It also marks a kind of 
family rite of passage when you're ready to 
send a first child out into the world. Not that 
they're gone or won't be back, but things 
change, things will be different. So, what 
better to mark the transition then with plenty 
of family bonding windshield time together? 

If you decide to make a similar pilgrimage, 
dear reader, it is suggested to book the hotels 
well in advance. We went on an Upper 
Michigan vacation five years ago. I'd started 
pitching the idea of five lakes in one day to 
the family by then. We had a nice hotel on 
Lake Huron right near the bridge. 

I had in mind to start at Ontario and end at 
Huron by this time. That hotel would have 
been a perfect spot to swim and frolic at the 
end of a long trip. A month or so back my 
wife, Andera VanDenBergh, suggested we 
pick a weekend to do this trip, if we were 
going. I hadn't considered that really doing 
it was a sure thing up until this point, but we 
settled in on a weekend in August. 

Between planning our actual summer 
vacation, graduation party, and other 
activities we never spent time considering 
this trip. The week before my wife asks 
what we want to do about our dog, Miles. 
We decided the simplest thing would be 
to just bring him along. The next day we 
researched and booked pet-friendly hotels. 
There were not a lot of choices left and the 
kindest reviews we could give the rooms 
were at least they were clean. There also 
was nothing left available on the shoreline, 
unfortunately. 

We had found easy entry spots in Michigan, 
Huron, and Erie on earlier adventures, that 
would all be along our route. We were 
thinking of doing the bridge walk last Labor 
Day as a tune up event. Then we could have 
picked out a good place with the shortest

drive from Mackinaw to Superior. Covid-19 
erased that possibility. It also added at least 
two hours to the actual lake day drive time.

Satellite views and being able to click 
through to park websites is a wonderful 
thing, though. We picked a couple different 
spots on both ends just in case any issues 
prevented being able to get in at our first 
choices. It ended up going seamlessly. 

We drove out to Niagara the night before 
and left the room at 5:45 a.m. the next 
morning. The first stop for Lake Ontario was 
about 20 minutes away. There was no one 
at the ticket booth yet, so I guess that is a 
bonus for regular early risers. 

Alex, our son that's off to college, decided 
to take the full plunge. The bath houses 
weren't open yet, so he just changed behind 
them. Alex ended up doing the complete 
immersion in all the Great Lakes. The rest of 
us were more of the wading-in type. On our 
drive there were lots of sightings of Lake 
Erie along the way. Not knowing the off and 
back on times we stuck with our intended 
dip in spot for that of Luna Pier. It marked 
the approximate halfway point of the day 
and is a straight shot from highway off ramp 


to parking lot for the beach. 

The Lake Michigan stop was at an 
overlook on the other side of the bridge and 
then we headed up to Brimley State Park for 
our Lake Superior location. Our dog who is 
a big chicken wouldn't go in earlier because 
the waves splashing on the shore were too 
scary. One of the boys carried him in at 
Superior and he loved it. We got a nice video 
of him splashing around and lots of pictures 
of all of us at each of the lakes. 

Lake Huron we saved for last so we would 
be close to the hotel when we finished. We 
stopped at Fort Michilimackinac for our final 
lake entry spot.

Particularly when you're 
trying to find a lake access point, you're not 
familiar with or haven't even been to before.

The school board is looking at redoing 
the high school athletic field and its track, 
nine or so years after its construction. I 
remember the lively debates about whether 
to keep it real grass on the field or go with 
turf. Turf won out and now it's getting time 
to replace it, which is set for next summer 
at a cost of some $600,000, depending on 
what they want. 

Rob Kakoczki, the consultant from 
Plante Moran Cresa, said that there are a 
lot of different types of turf now, and they 
could get longer grass, and different infills, 
including rubber and organics. 

Board president Amy Pearce said she has 
had little pellets all over her house for many 
years from the football field infill. 

She said the project will be an upgrade 
with better technology and possibly a 
different use of the school logo. 

Kakoczki said the district could decide 
just to demolish what's there and reinstall 
it. But there are different materials now 
and the district could get the field it wants. 
School Supt Kudlak said even the layout 
could be changed. 

The board will vote on an agreement with 
the design company at the next meeting and 
then decisions will be made on what exactly 
they do want for that athletic field area.

Gerick said this coming Friday everyone 
will get to see the Marching Tigers for the 
first time on the field this season. There was 
no band on the field last year. 

Board president Amy Pearce gave a shout 
out to James Williams’ plant operations 
staff who made sure the locally held band 
camp had 200 meals a day.

Sumpter residents have 
been helping for years 


To the editor: 

I moved to Sumpter Township 15 years 
ago and that first winter, after arriving home 
from work, and found my road plowed and 
my driveway, as well. This happened about 
five times before I realized it was being done 
by a neighbor whom I had never met and not 
by the township or county. 

The following spring a huge limb broke 
off a tree across the road from my property 
almost hitting a pickup truck driving by. It 
was too large for the township to move so 
I reported to the county. Soon after, five 
neighbors arrived with chainsaws and a 
tractor and the road was cleared within 20 
minutes. 

This is what many residents in the township 
do. Not everyone has the means or ability, 
but miles and miles of county roads and 
easements are permanently maintained by 
residents. Dozens of street signs and township 
fire hydrants are maintained by residents. 
Obstacles on roads are removed, ditches 
are cleared, trash picked up, potentially 
dangerous tree limbs are removed. 

Also, in spite of paying taxes for years, 
some of these residents have paid contractors 
to do the work for them when they did not 
have the proper equipment themselves. It is 
the township spirit of “stop talking and get 
the job done.” This volunteer work is not just 
performed “on their own property or areas 
adjacent thereto,” but wherever it is needed. 

Three years ago there was a “blind” 
intersection, so obscured by vegetation 
that is was extremely dangerous to enter. I 
called the township and asked the deputy 
supervisor to send a worker out to help me 
clear it. In a very rude and dismissive manner 
she refused. So, I did it myself and I've been 
doing it since. My primary goal, though, 
was to get the county or township to accept 
their responsibilities. I submitted a plan 
to the township in mid-June based on my 
experience and conversations with dozens 
of residents, various township supervisors, 
and county and regional officials. Most 
were courteous and well-informed. The only 
township supervisor who did not return my 
call was Tim Bowman. 

Using a ruse, I finally got a meeting with 
Mr. Bowman. It was a disaster. Michelle 
O'Connell was there and ran the show. She 
had no interest in what I had to say and it 
became clear what her purpose was — the 
big boys and girls were in charge now and

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I must stop my volunteer work. I had been 
dismissed. On Aug. 16, I received a letter 
from Robert Young, attorney at law. 

Sumpter was recently hit by a massive 
windstorm. When it passed, I drove down 
roads in the area. Trees and limbs were 
down and powerlines. The police and fire 
department were out in full force. The crew 
of the water department was out. The way 
these departments handled the situation was 
outstanding and second to no one. 

DTE was soon out, as were hundreds of 
residents. Vehicles drove up and down roads, 
stopping to clear obstacles out of the way. 
Yellow caution tape criss-crossed dangerous 
areas. Chainsaws could be heard everywhere. 
Tractors and heavy equipment rolled out, 
pushing the heaving trees off the road. 
Residents did what they always did, stepped 
up and got the job done. I couldn’t help 
thinking, though, that, to some, this may have 
been considered as a lost opportunity. With 
all of those citizens providing “unsolicited 
services for the township,” dozens, if not 
hundreds of “cease and desist orders” could 
have been issued. Oh well, there’s always 
next time.

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Supt. Kudlak reverses: Now preK-6th grade students must mask

At Monday’s meeting of the Van Buren 
Public Schools Board of Education, School 
Supt. Pete Kudlak said a little over two 
weeks ago he announced that masks would 
be optional in the schools and now just two 
hours earlier he sent out a letter reversing 
that for the younger students. 

He now mandates masks for students in 
pre-Kindergarten through sixth grade. 

He said now the state and Wayne County 
have more positive COVID cases and the 
district has more positive cases.

they will still monitor and report cases on 
the website, once school is up and running. 

In his letter, he told parents, “In the past 
two weeks, our local area has moved from 
Moderate Transmission to Substantial 
Transmission. Based on these discussions, 
we will be starting the year mandating 
masks in Preschool through 6th Grade for 
students while they are indoors. Masks 
are Strongly Recommended in grades 
7-12. We have an estimate of 4596-5096 of 
12-18-year-olds in our community having 
at least one dose of the vaccine." 

At the meeting Supt. Kudlak said the 
superintendents are the educational leaders 
for the 33 districts in Wayne County and 
the public health issues should be above 
politics. 

He said the health leaders are saying to the 
educators, We're strongly recommending 
that you mandate..." 

“That’s ridiculous,” he said. 

He said the educators listen to the health 
experts and, ^We're not health experts." 

“It’s atrocious that that the health 
departments from the state on down put the 
responsibility on us,” said board president 
Amy Pearce. “You didn't go to med 
school,” she said to Supt. Kudlak, who is 
charged with making the health decisions 
for the district. 

At the end of the meeting, board secretary 
Darlene Gerick said the district will make 
decisions based on the current situation. 
She reminded those at the meeting, “We 
pivoted a lot last year." 

In other business at Monday's meeting, 
the board: 

* Unanimously approved the only bid for 


fresh-made pizzas for the 2021-22 school 
year from Happy's Pizza of Belleville at 
$10 per pizza. Last year's pizza contract 
with Marco's was $8 per pizza. The 14" 
pizzas with eight slices each must follow 
the federal mandates for school lunches. A 
total of more than 400 pizzas are delivered 
each week to the high school, middle school 
and intermediate school on separate days 
and to two elementary schools per week 
on Thursdays. Board president Pearce said 
they bought 50-100 pizzas for the band 
recently and they paid just $6 each; 

* Was informed by Plante Moran Cresa's 
Rob Kakoczki of the project team's 
recommendation to grant the $37,500 
fixed fee agreement to Foresite Design of 
Berkley for athletic design services for turf 
replacement and track reconditioning at 
Belleville High School. The football field 
and track are about nine years old. Two 
firms bid on the design. The agreement 
is expected to come up to a vote at the 
board's next meeting and then Foresite 
will prepare construction specifications 
for bids, with upgrades determined by the 
district. Foresite estimates the total project 
costs in the summer of 2022 to be about 
$665,000; 

* Heard a quarterly update from Kakoczki 
of Plante Moran Cresa on the 2019 bond 
projects and their progress. Among the 
many bits of information presented was 
that the Early Childhood Development 
Center is expected to be pretty much 
completed in September. It is due to open 
for the second semester. He said they are 
hopeful Davis Street paving will be done 
before September;
